DET OF $1 000,000 
S LAID ON HOOVER 


Durant’s Big Wager Covered 
With $200,000 by Raskob 
and Others, Report. 


WALL STREET IS WARY 


New York, Nov. 5 (N.Y.W.NS8.).— 
Wall street divided its interest today 
between the stock market and gossip 
of big bets made on the outcome of to- 
morrow’s election. Since it is a strict 
rule of the Stock Exchange that mem- 
bers shall not act as betting commis- 
sioners, betting rumors far outweighed 
betting facts available. 

It is agreed, however, that odds on 
Herbert Hoover lengthened consider- 
ably, most bets being arranged at 5 to 
1, and a few as high as 6 tol. This 
does not indicate such overwhelming 
confidence as the figures imply. Four 
years ago Calvin Coolidge was a 10 to 
1 favorite in the betting, and eight 
years ago the closing odds on Harding 
were 8 to 1. 

Still more interesting is the fact 
that Wall street bettors made Charles 
Evans Hughes a favorite over Woodrow 
Wilson in the 1916 race by odds of 6 
tc 1. Since Hoover money today was 
extremely scarce at more than 6 to l, 
it is clear that the financial district 
is no more confident of Republican 
success tomorrow than it was in 1916. 


Official Confirmation Lacking. 


In that year its judgment was 
wrong and Democratic bettors reaped 
a harvest. 

While a number of large bets were 
reported, none could be confirmed 
officially, and only one could be traced 
with any degree of definiteness. The 
sum of $1,000,000 was bet on Hoover 
against $200,000. This was a pool, 
rather than an individual bet. 

The Republican money is understood 
to have come from William C. Durant 
automobile manufacturer and market 
operator, and some of his friends and 
associates. A group of Democrats, 
rumored to include John J. Raskob, 
Michael J. Meehan, well-known broker, 
and some of their friends, took it at 
5 to 1. 

Despite the gossip of the street, it is 
probable this was the largest bet 
actually placed. Many wagers ranging 
as high as $100,000 have been made be- 
tween individuals, without an interme- 
diary and, therefore, without publicity. 


State Odds On Smith, 


Odds here are long«~ than anywhere 
else in the country, with the result 
that much Smith money has poured in 
from the South and West. 

In order to please their regular cus- 
tomers.by arranging bets, dozens of 
stock exchange firms have tactily ig- 
nored the institution’s rule. 

A clerk on the floor of the exchange, 
long accepted as an intermediary, 
placed a total of $200,000 today, and 
has handled more than $1,000,000 in 
the last two weeks. 

Estimates of the prevalence of bet- 
ting this year vary widely, some com- 
missioners saying the total is the heav- 
lest ever known and others that the 
betting is comparatively light. 

It is certain, however, that it will 
run to many millions of dollars. Odds 
on Smith to carry New York State 
range from 11 to.10 up to 6 to 5.

series of reports available to a news- 
paper. 

As 509N as the ballots are counted in 
every precinct in the Nation word will 
be flashed to The Post and thence to 
the citizens of Washineton.

Tribune News Service, as well as dis- 
patches from special correspondents 
will furnish the information to be dis-

Beginning at 10 o'clock two crews of 
Battery A, Two Hundred and Sixtieth 
Coast Artillery, of the District National 
Guard, will begin to lizht up the skies 
with their long beams of light. 


Signals by Searchlight, 


One searchlight will be stationed in 
the driveway of the District Building 
and the other on the grounds of the 
Sixteenth street reservoir. 

Every two minutes the powerful 
beams will sweep the skies. If the 
light is kept burning continuously for 
the duration of the sweep it will be 
a signal to the watchers that Gov. 
Alfred E. Smith, the Democratic nomi- 
nee, is leading in the precincts report- 
ing up to that time. 

If the light is shut on and off for

LEAVES FOR.CITY ‘TODAY 


Topeka, Nov. 5 (A.P:).—Carrying out 
® custom of the last third of a century, 
Senator Charles Curtis, the Republican 
vice presidential nominee, closed his 
campaign here’ tonight with a final 
message to his “home folk” in which 
he reviewed various issues and criti- 
cized the stand of Gov.

Gov. Smith, in his final radio appeal 
to voters last night, said: 

Under our form of government the 
citizens of this country must assume 
an individual Obligation to do their 
‘full share to keep democratic govern- 
ment the success that it has been, And 
their share on election day is to be sure 
to vote. 

The declaration of the equality of 
man is never better exemplified than it 
is on election day, when the humblest 
man in the community is the equal of 
the President of the United States as 
he stands before the ballot box. A man 
or woman who is not sufficlently in- 
terested in the welfare of the country 
to take the trouble to cast a ballot can 
not be said to be a very good citizen. 
It is almost as though they say in ef- 
fect that they do not care what hap- 
pens. The whole theory of democratic 
representative government is predicated 
on the belief that the citizens of the 
country are sufficiently interested in 
their government to determine for 
themselves who is to run it. 

Likewise, it is the duty of every 
American citizen, man or woman, to 
vote according to the dictates of con- 
science, solely upon the basis of what 
he or she believes to be for the best 
interest of the country itself and not 
upon the basis of any passion or any 
prejudice. Any man or woman or any 
group casting a ballot for any other 
reason except the welfare of the country 
is doing what they possibly can to 
negative the whole theory of democratic 
government.

The ambassador also was ignorant of 
it until after Col. Lindbergh had ac- 
cepted it.

HOOVER TO WIN. 

The signs. point to the election of Hef 
bert Hoover by an overwhelming major- 
ity. During the last few days the vision 
of the people has been clarified, iss:es 
have reached their proper relative pro- 


portions, and the -popular verdict has | 


been foreshadowed. The people have evi- 
dently decided in favor of the main- 
tenance of prosperity, the retention of 
the protective tariff policy, the relief of 
agriculture by constitutional means, the 
development of inland waterways, the 
better enforcement of the eighteenth 
amendment, the continued restriction of 
immigration, and the continuation of the 
Coolidge policy of economy. 


The great majority of the people are | 
unmistakably opposed to Gov. Smith's | 


plan to put the Government into busi- 
ness, either in connection with agricul- 
ture or water power. They are not in 
of amending the\ eighteenth 
amendment. They are not impressed by 
Gov. Smith’s conversion of the Demo- 
cratic party to the protective tariff policy 
in spite of the Houston platform. They 
look askance at his criticism of the im- 
migrant restriction law. 

The summing up of each candidate’s 
proposed method of dealing with current 
problems has given the people an op- 
portunity to place an estimate upon the 
comparative competency of the candi- 
dates to administer the office of Presi- 
dent. The great preponderance of opin- 
ion favors Hoover over Smith. Both are 


competent men, but it is obviously the | 


opinion of the majority that Hoover’s 
knowledge of constitutional and govern- 
mental questions is superior to that of 
Smith. Many voters have in mind the 
appearance of problems that are not now 
dreamed of, and they feel that Hoover, 
rather than Smith, can meet and dispose 
of these unexpected questions, on account 
of his greater familiarity with Govern- 
ment and world affairs and his more pro- 
nounced disposition to seek solutions that 
can not be questioned on constitutional 
grounds. 

This year’s registration is enormous. 
[t is a healthy sign; but it will become a 
bad sign if the proportion of voters actu- 
ally voting is not greater than in 1924. 
Good government depends upon good 
voting. Fifty per cent of the possible 
vote is a poor showing in a national 
election. The percentage should’ be at 
least 80,,and 95 per cent would be still 
better insurance of good government.

CHEMICAL DYE PATENTS. , 


In closing the final chapter of the contro- 
versies over rights in war seizures, the arpiter, 
Judge Edwin B. Parker, has laid down certain 
rules applicable to the decisions that centered 
about the patents purchased by the Chemica! 
Foundation from the Alien Property Custodian 
at a private sale. While possessing undoubted 
right of confiscation of enemy property, the 
United States in declining to become invested 
with valuable tangible assets by such means, 
did not bind itself outside the provisions of 
the war claims act of 1928. In the enactment 


‘of this statute the patents of the Chemical 


Foundation were left just where the Supreme 
Court had adjudged them rightfully to be, in 
possession of the Chemica] Foundation. 
Disposing thus of the status of the patents 
acquired. by the Foundation, the arbiter de- 
cides that the United States is answerable 
under the act for al! equities in respect to the 
use.of any of these patents prior to their 


- coming into possession of the Foundation, and 


should compensate the former enemy owners 
accordingly. The two points of accountability 
of this Country are stated thus: “‘The German 
former owners of the patents purchased from 
the Alien Property Custodian by the Founda- 
tion are limited to receiving the amounts pald 
by the Foundation to the custodian and com- 
pensation for the use, if any, made by or for 


- the United States itself as embraced within 
the act.”

The rate for a seat in a parlor car, including 
the surcharge, from Washington to New York 
is $1.88, and the distance traveled is 226 miles. 
From New York to Boston the distance is 229 
miles, yet the charge for a seat in a Pullinan 
is only $1.50, or 38 cents less, 

Another peculiarity, particularly noticed by 
those who have occasion travel between 
Washington and Buffalo or Rochester, is the 
difference in the charge made by the sleeping 
car company. Here are some of the figures: 
From Washington to Buffalo the distance is 
435 miles. From Baltimore to Buffalo is 395 
miles. Harrisburg, through which city these 
trains run, is only 312 miles from Buffalo. The 
traveler who gets on the train for Buffalo at 
Washington rides for 12 hours and 40 minutes, 
The Baltimorean occupies his space for 11 
hours and 40 minutes; and he who joins the 


to 


| party at Harrisburg spends less than 10 hours 


on the train. Yet all three pay the same fare 
and surcharge, which is $4.50. 

But if the Washingtonian is headed for 
Rochester he may buy a lower berth and pay 
the surcharge for his journey of 387 miles for 
$3.75. He can ride 8 miles further than 


the Harrisburg passenger for 75 cents less, 


and can occupy his space for 13 hours and 20 
minutes, instead of the 10 hours used by the 
Harrisburg passenger, 

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
should fix Pullman rates upon some intelligent 
and reasonable basis. 


NICARAGUA’S ELECTION. 

The people of Nicaragua have had a free 
and fair election and have chosen Jose Maria 
Moncada to be their president. The balloting 
on Sunday was orderly, thanks to the careful 
plans and vigilant supervision of the American 
authorities under Gen. McCoy. Gen. Mon- 
cada has received a majority of more than 
20,000 over his Conservative rival. 

Gen. Moncada was at the head of the revo- 
lutionary army- that laid down its arms in 
accordance with the agreement brought about 
by Col. Henry L. Stimson. The main point of 
that agreement was that an election should be 
held under the supervision of the United 
States. Gen. Moncada observed all his under- 
takings in good faith, and hostilities ended 
except in the case of Augusto Sandino, who 
had been a minor officer under Moncada. 
Sandino at first promised to lay down his arms, 
but he broke faith with Moncada, and under 
the pretext of carrying on the revolutionary 
movement he entered upon a career of ban-

000,000. The total liability under the widows’ 
and orphans’ pensions act of 1925 is estimated 
by the Statist at £754,000,000 for the state 
and £346,000,000 for employers and employ- 
ed. The housing act passed in 1924 involves, 
it is said, a total liability of £600,000,000. In 
the eight years from Armistice Day, 1918, to 
November 13, 1926, £62,443,000 was spent 
in out-of-work donations and £275,137,000 in 
unemployed benefit. Poor law expenditure 
has risen from £14,000,000 in 1908 to £39,- 
000,000 in the year ended March 31, 1928. 
Outdoor relief has gone up from £3,000,000 
in 1908 to £15,000,000 in the last fiscal year, 
and the number of persons on outdoor relief 
has climbed from 370,000 in July, ‘1914, to 
850,000 in July, 1928. 

It must necessarily follow that all these pa- 
ternalistic measures are demoralizing the rank 
and file of the working classes and teaching 
them to abandon self-denial and self-reliance, 
thrift and responsibility, and to look more and 
more to the state for upkeep and support; in 
other words, to sow in ‘their minds a plentiful 
seed of socialism. Said a magistrate at Tot- 
tenham in April of this year: 

We are breeding a race of loafers and 
slackers. Here is a man who, when at 
work, earns £2.5.0 a week, but when un- 
employed he is able to receive from one 
source or another £3.14.0 a week. He is 
being encouraged not to work.

LANGUAGE OF JESUS. 

It is probable that the native lan- 
guage of Jesus was the Galilean dialect 
of the Syriac or Aramaic tongue, says 
the Pathfinder. “Aramaic” was often 
popularly confused with Hebrew. It 
was derived from “Aram,” an old Se- 
mitic geographical term which was ap- 
plied to Syria, Mesopotamia and adja- 
cent regions, although it did not orig- 
inally include Palestine. Several cen- 
turies before the birth of Jesus, how- 
ever, the Aramaic or Syriac language 
in one form or other spread over Pal- 
estine, perhaps-as the result of trade 
and commerce, and by the time of Au- 
gustus Caesar it had supplanted He- 
brew as the spoken language among 
the common people who could no longer 
speak the language of the Old Testa- 
ment. Even the books of the Old Testa- 
ment were translated or paraphrased 
in the vulgar tongue, which absorbed 
many words from the Hebrew, which 
remained the learned agd sacred lan- 
guage. 

The people of Galilee spoke the pro- 
vincial tongue—undoubtedly a dialect 
of the Aramaic—with a peculiar accent 
which distinguished them from the 
people from Jerusalem and other parts 
of Palestine. In Matthew 26:27 it is 
stated: “And after a while came unto 
him they that stood by, and said to 
Peter, Surely thou also one of them; 
for thy speech betrayeth thee.” There 
is no evidence that Jesus ever spoke 
any foreign tongue, such as Greek or 
Latin. Whether he read Hebrew is un- 
certain. He may have read the Scrip- 
ture in that language or in the Tar- 
gums or Aramaic translations. Jesus 
undoubtedly spoke to his disciples and 
to the people in Aramaic.

Quadrennial Bugaboo Fails 
This Year to Cause Trade 
Uncertainty.

With trade in seasonal volume and 
fall business largely abreast of last 
year’s standard, election day finds the 
Fifth Federal Reserve District appar- 
ently unaffected by that quadrennial 
bugaboo of uncertainty which normally 
heralds election’s approach. 

This conclusion may be drawn from 
the monthly review of business and 
agricultural conditions in this area, 
just compiled by the Richmond Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank. 

- Local employment conditions, if any- 
thing, are more favorable than last 
year, and a building program larger 
than that of the past winter presages 
an even better situation. Savings de- 
posits are reported at record levels, and 
business failures compare well with 


e recent years.

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In the case of the district’s leading 
cash crops, the estimated production 
of cotton is Jarger than last year, al- 
though the price to date has been 
somewhat lower, but for tobacco, both 
production and prices are smaller than 
in 1927 

Coal production is up to seasonal 
levels, and West Virginia continues to 
lead all States in output. Retail trade 
in September was in large volume, ex- 
ceeding that of September a year ago 
by approximately 4.5 per cent, and in- 
ventories in department stores are low- 
er than last year. Wholesale trade, 
however, has not kept pace. Debits to 
individual accounts figures are approxi!- 
mately equal to those of 1927. 

The textile mills of the Fifth Fed- 
eral Reserve District continue part 
time operations, but the outlook has 
improved since the middle of Septem- 
ber. The Department of Agriculture’s 
October 8 cotton condition report and 
forecast stimulated more interest in 
cotton and cotton goods, and advices 
from textile executives indicate a con- 
siderable improvement in the demand 
for textile products. 


Labor Conditions Satuisfactory. 


. William W. Hoxton, Federal Reserve 
agent for the district, States that ac- 
curate statistics on employment are 
difficult to obtain, but the data avail- 
able appear to indicate fairly satisfac- 
tory conditions in the Fifth District 
as a whole. Although there are a 
number of idle workers in the cities, 
, the excess of workmen over jobs is de- 
clared not particularly large. 

The number of building permits for 
new construction issued in 30 Fifth 
District cities in September totaled 
Only 1,277, compared with 1,953 per- 
mits for new work issued in September, 
1927, but the estimated valuation 
figure last month was $13,018,049, 
compared with $7,921,195 for Septem- 
ber a year ago. The large increase in 
Valuation is attributed to higher 
figures this year in Baltimore and 
Washington, the latter reporting near- 
ly $3,750,000. Washington's total rep- 
resented an increase of 123.6 per cent, 
and seven other cities gained more 
than 100 per cent. 

Volume of production and distribu- 
tion of commodities for the country 
8s a whole = increased Seasonally in 
September, and was larger than a 
year ago. There was a further advance 
in the general price level.

The caretaker estimates 100,000 per- 
sons have visited Valentino's crypt 
since he died a little more than two 
years ago. The press of visitors is not 
sO great as in the days when his death 
still was news, but on week days there 
always are a few, and on Sundays scores 
of pilgrims arrive, some of them driv- 
ing cars with eastern license plates 
and some inquiring their way.to the 
mausoleum in broken English. 


Oddly enough, the mausoleum stands 
close to the southern boundary of the 
cemetery and is but a stone's throw 
from the studio where Valentino's old 
dressing room bungalow still stands, 
and where fan letters addressed to him 
continue to be received. Only a hizh 
hedge and a board fence separate the 
studio from the cemetery. And from 
the roof of any of the busy stages one 
can see the stained glass window which 
separates Valentino’s marble alcove 
from the world.

~AULING 1 UPHELD 


| Damages to Women Hit After 
_ Lights Changed Affirmed _ 


| by Appeals Court. 


ONE OF 2 VICTIMS BLIND 


The District Court of Appeals yes- 
| terday ruled that pedestrians not only 
' have the right of way at street cross- 


| ing uncontrolled by signal lights, but 
also in crossing at light-controlled in- 
| tersections on a green light regardless 
lof whether the light changes during 
the crossing at the intersection. 

The decision was handed down by 
Justice Josiah H. Van Orsdel in af- 
firming the action of the District Mu- 
nicipal Court, which awarded Judgment 
for damages to Mrs. Annie L. Slay- 
baugh and her blind daughter, Miss 
Edith Slaybaugh, against H. Allen Grif- 
fith.

Freeport, Tex., Nov. 5 (A.P.)—wWhile 
more than a, score of farm officials 
searched the wilds of the Brazoria 
County bottoms in the hunt for 21. of 
the 31 men who sawed their way to 


freedom from the State Prison Farm 
near here last night, State prison aue- 
thorities began an investigation de- 
signed to put a stop to such whoie- 
sale breaks that have accurred at fre- 
quent intervals in recent years. Ten 
of the escaped convicts were captured 
last night. Of those who remained at 
liberty, three were serving terms of 
seventeen years or longer. 

Last night’s getaway occurred only 
half an hour after W. H. Mead, of 
Houston, general manager of the State 
prison system, had concluded an in- 
spection of the county farm. “It 
wouldn’t surprise me at any time to 
hear that all the convicts had left 
here on short notice,” Mead remarked, 
after observing that the farm lacked 
adequate safety in its housing of con- 
victs. 

He intimated that the State iegis- 
lature would be asked to act in OoObe 
taining needed expenditures there. 

Led by W M. Hickman, manager of 
the prison farm, and aided by three 
packs of bloodhounds, farm officials 
and guards spent the day in the bot 
toms in search of the escaped con-

Two Capital Fliers Crash 
tlwaukee Field 


McKenney and Maury Un- 
hurt, But Plane Is 
Damaged. 


A Berliner ‘monoplane, piloted by 
Lieut. J. Hall McKenney and carrying 
Dabney H. Maury. chief engineer for 
the Berliner airplane factory at 
Alexandria, Va., aS a passenger, Was 
wrecked yesterday afternoon when 
forced to land in a field on the out- 
skirts of Milwaukee, Wis., according to 
Associated Press dispatches. The fliers 
were unhurt. 

The fliers left Washington early yes- 
terday morning in an attempted non- 
stop flight to Milwaukee, where Maury 
had a business engagement.
